REPORT  OF  CHARITY  COMMITTEE. 

Victoria,  B.  C,  June  20th,  1890. 
The  Committee  on  Charity  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  exam- 
ined the  returns  and  are  pleased  to  find  that  the  relief  recjuired  by  the 
Brethrer  of  the  various  Lodges  has  been  so  small  an  amount  as  not  to 
necessitace  a  refund  to  the  Lodges,  with  the  exception  of  Ashlar,  No.  3, 
where  the  demand  has  been  extremely  heavy,  viz.,  $585.

CAROLINA. 

Juno  IJith,  1890. 
To  the  M. '.  W. '.  Grand  Lodye  of  British  Cohimbia  : 

M. ',  W.  •.  Dear  Sir  and  Brethren, — As  the  Representative  of  the 
M.  *.  W.  •.  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to 
state  :  The  113th  annual  communication  was  held  at  the  city  of  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  on  the  10th  of  December,  1889,  M.  •.  W.  •.  (J rand 
Master  Rich^^vrd  F.  Divver  presiding.  One  hundred  and  tifty-one 
chartered  Lodges  were  represented.  In  his  address  the  Grand  Master 
says  :  "  The  year  has  indeed  been  a  busy  but  pleasant  one  to  me,  and  I 
trust  a  profitable  one  to  the  Craft.  Many  deinitced  Brethren  sought  to 
be  re-admitted  to  the  Lodges  ;  old  Lodges  whose  charters  have  been 
surrendered  are  asking  to  be  revived  and  are  anxious  to  again  take  their 
places  in  our  ranks.  Much  pleasure  was  experienced  in  visiting  the 
various  Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction,  and  regret  is  expressed  that  it  was 
impossible  to  visit  all.  The  corner  stone  for  a  new  Temple  was  laid  for 
Hiram  Lodge.  Dispensations  were  issued  to  Lodges  to  lay  corner  stones 
of  Court-house,  School-house,  College  and  Baptist  Church.  Five  Dis- 
pensations were  granted  to  form  new  Lodges.  Five  Dispensations  were 
granted  to  revive  old  Lodges.  A  curiosity  in  the  way  of  an  applicati(jn 
for  a  dispensation  was  received,  viz.  :  To  confer  the  degrees  of  Masonry 
on  a  candidate  who  was  totally  blind.  Of  course  the  application  was 
refused." 

Liberal  help  was  extended  to  the  suti'erers  in  the  C(jnnemaugh  Valley 
disaster.  The  Grand  Secretary  reports  :  Receipts  to  (i rand  Lodge  from 
subordinate  Lodges,  $)),550.25.  The  United  (Jrand  Lodges  of  Victoria 
and  New  South  Wales  were  recognized  as  sovereign  Grand  Lodges.  The 
(Jrand  Master  and  (Jrand  Seiretary  were  both  re-elected.  In  the  report 
on  foreign  correspondence,  British  Columbia  gets  a  fair  notice. 
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Trusting  the  foregoing  report  will  be  interesting  to  the  Brethren,

They  style  our  efforts  in  regard  to  uniformity  of  ritual  as  "  tinkering," 
and  think  it  just  as  well  they  came  to  naught.  Bro.  Kiykendall  says 
somebody  has  fulled  in  their  duty,  as  Wyoming  was  not  noticed  in  our 
report  on  foreign  correspondence  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Unfortunately, 
through  the  illness  of  Bro.
